Bronze Star Medal 
Award Announced 


BELLEVILLE - Personal 
bravery, aggressive he ss and 
devotion to duty under intense 
enemy fixe while wounded 
brought high priase from U. S. 
Army officials and the Bronze 
Star Medal to a Belleville 
soldier. 

Recipient of the high Army 
award is Pfc. Thomas A. 
Gannon, 24, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ray Gratowski, of 
50875 West Huron River Drive, 
Van Buren Township. 

The heroism on the part of 
Pfc. Gannon, a graduate of 
Belleville High, was in action 
against the enemy at Vietnam 
on Sept. 22, 1968. 

Gannon, who also graduated 
from Eastern Michigan 
University with a Bachelor of 
Science Degree, was serving 
with the A Troop, Third 
Squadron, Fourth Cavalry, 
25th Infantry at Vietnam. 

The citation detailing his 
personal bravery stated: 

"For heroism in connection 
with military operations 
against a hostile force, Private 
First Class Gannon 
distinguished himself by heroic 
actions on Sept. 22, 1968, 
while serving with A Troop, 
Third Squadron, Fourth 
Cavalry, in the Republic of 
Vietnam. When his unit’s 
location came under intense 
enemy attack, Private 
Gannon's tank sustained a 
direct RPG hit, wounding him. 

"With complete disregard for 


his own safety, he exposed 
himself to intense enemy fire 
as he aided in loading a .50 
caliber machine gun. His 
valorous action contributed 
immeasurably to the defeat of 
the enemy and the success of 
the mission. 

"Private Gannon's personal 
bravery, aggressiveness, and 
devotion to duty are in keeping 
with the highest traditions of 
the military service and reflect 
great credit upon himself, his 
unit, the 25th Infantry 
Division, and the United States 
Army." 


(Nov. 26) meeting of the 
Township Board. 

Louis A. Toth, township, 
supervisor, who reported the 
1968 property tax rates, told 
the Board that increased school 
tax millage and an additional 
boost of 01 mill in township 
operational tax levy was 
responsible for the tax rise.

Proponents of the merger 
proposal say that annexation 
by the one-square-mile city of 
the 35-square-mile Van Buren 
Township will eliminate 
duplication of services and 
result in untold benefits in 
both state and federal 
programs as well as increases in 
tax revenues from the state in 
the form of state sales income 
tax, gas and weight tax refunds 
that are distributed to cities. 

Such returns to Belleville will 
rise sharply because of the 
combined total assessed 
property valuation. 

In 1967 Van Buren 
Township’s tax base was 
assessed at S46,747,000 and 
Belleville's at S7,777,000. 


THE POPULATION of Van 
Buren (1960 census) was 9,509 
persons and the city’s at 1,921. 
Estimated current population 
is 1 2,0 00 and 2,000 
respectively. 

The Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees are opposing 
the merger proposal. 

Board members Edward 
Stoelton and Joseph Hogan 
have dismissed some of the 
selling points made by city 
officials, especially Mayor 
Royce E. Smith, leading 
proponent for annexation. 

Smith stated Monday that if 
the proposal fails, no other 
attempt will be made by him 
either by petition or otherwise. 


He felt confident however 
that the proposal will meet 
with heavy yes votes. 

H e listed some of the 
advantages of the merger 
Monday. 


State funds for streets and 
roads now going to Wayne 
County would be paid to the 
city. Based on the 1960 census 
this could amount to $200,000 
annually and by the next 
census 1970 these road funds 
could hit S300,000 annually. 
Other benefits cited are: 

• • • 

THE PRESENT police 
department would be 
expanded as soon as possible to 
cover the entire new city rather 
than depending on the> Wayne 
County Sheriffs oil ice. 

Present municipal garbage 
and rubbish disposal would be 
implemented as soon as a 
contract could be negotiated. 

In addition to increased 
services to the present 
township, a more economical 
operation would result through 
elimination of duplication. 

And employes would be 
covered by civil service since 
the present city employes are 
now covered. 

Mayor Smith added that any 
road in Van Buren whether it is 
a dead end street or not will 
have to be taken care of and 
will be taken care of upon 
approval of the merger. 

• * • 

HE URGED all to read and 
study the city’s brochure on 
costs and benefits involved in 
the unification of the areas. 

Louis A. Toth, Van Buren 
Township, in opposing the 
merger stated that the services 
required by township residents 
could not be financed by the 
additional 1.4 mills that city 
officials say would be the only 
added millage increase. 

He pointed out that the 
Township’s brochure cites 
what the Township 
conservatively believes the cost 
of services would be if the 
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unification issue is approved. 

Although he stated that he 
didn’t want to express any 
further detailed views on the 
proposal until township 
residents have an opportunity 
to digest the material outlined 
in the brochure, he added: 

"The collection of rubbish 
and garbage (weekly) in the 
township would cost around 
$65,000 based on last year's 
costs and the number of 
collections required. The 1.4 
mills would about pay for this 
and not the other services 
required by township 
residents." 

• • • 

IN ANSWERING further 
inquiries raised, Mayor Smith 
Monday stated 

"It is rumored that it would 
take $500,000 worth of road 
equipment to take care of 
roads. Only yesterday, (Nov. 
28) 1 conferred with 
supervisors of the Wayne 
County Road Commission and 
1 am told by them that one 
diesel road grader worth 
$28,000, three combination 
snow plow and salt trucks 
worth $9,000 each would be 
sufficient along with present 
city equipment." 

"We are not promising them 
anything better than they are 
now receiving other than 
weekly garbage and rubbish 
collection, more police 
protection that would require 
two more patrol cars to present 
city patrol equipment and 
other services as the 
communities grow in unison." 

He staled that the city will 
have 90 days to draw up plans 
for operation of the combined 
areas if voters approved the 
merger. 

• ♦ • 

ONE OF the main purposes 
of the merger is to prevent 
“thefts of land’’ in the 
itownship by adjacent 
communities. Mayor Smith 
| stated. 

And finally he reported that 
the anticipated millage 
requirements on equalized 
valuation under present needs 
for a combined city would be 
as follows: 

General operation 2.4 mills. 
People Community Hospital 
Authority levy of .4 mill (now 
being paid by the Township) 
and 6 mills for water and 
sewage disposal debt 
retirement or a total of 8.8 
mills. 

Belleville's present tax 
millage is 1 1 .048 mills State 
equalized and the township is 
7.47 mills. Both would be 8.8 
mills under unification.

ROMULUS - The first 
official meeting of the 
newly-elccted 26-member 
Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors will be held in the 
City-County Building’s 
Auditorium starting at 10 a.m. 
today (Wednesday, Dec. 4), 
Edmund Bizek, Romulus 
supervisor, announced. 

Bizek was elected to the new 
Board in the Nov. 5 general 
election. He represents the 
24th District. 

John L. Canfield, Dearborn 
Heights mayor and chairpian of 
the current 135-member Board 
of Supervisors, called the 
meeting and will preside. 

He will be assisted by Mel 
Raviti, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors. 


DEPARTMENT HEADS apd 
other elected officials have 
been invited to attend. 

The new Board of 
Supervisors will take over 
county government operations 
Jan. 1 1969. 

Although the invitation 
summoning Bizek to the 
session was not scheduled on 
the meeting’s agenda, Bizek 
hopes the gathering will clear 
the air on several points 
relating to the position and 
which have been raised by 
other newly elected 
supervisors. 

These points include whether 
the job should be a full-time or 
part-time job.

they assume office is another. 

And a final determination on 
the question of possible 
conflict of interest if the 
members elected to the new 
Board of Supervisors retain 
government jobs now held by 
some must be made. Answers 
to these auestions will 
determine If some new 
members serve or not. 

Bizek stated that he feels 
that the job should be full-time 
with an appropriate salary to 
meet the responsibilities of 
running county government. 

He stated further that he 
would like to hold his present 
township supervisor’s post 
along with his duties as a Board 
member. 

Michigan's Attorney General

Many people have expressed 
opinions that the former 
Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors whose members 
were not elected was 
unsatisfactory, Bizek disclosed 
in contending that the 
operation of county should be 
a full-time job.

Airport expansion, renewed 
support of county home rule 
and completion of pay 
adjustments for Wayne 
County employees were the 
m^jor items acted upon by 
the County Board of 
Supervisors at its latest 
meeting. 

The supervisors, meeting 
(Nov. 26) approved a 
S69-million revenue bond 
issue for improvements at 
Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport, which is 


operated by the County Road 
Commission. The 
improvements, to be financed 
by airport revenues, not by 
tax money, are designed to 
keep pace with the increasing 
air traffic. 

Major items in the bond 
issue are $16,800,000 for 
terminal expansion and 
additional passenger gates, 
$1 0-million for an additional 
10,000 foot runway to 
accommodate big jets, 
S 1 0-million for land 
acquisition for the runway, 
$6,400,000 for a 2,000-car 
expansion of the parking 
garage, and $5-million for 
storm water drainage facilities. 

The Board of Supervisors 
also endorsed a proposal by 
Grosse He Township 
Supervisor Merle Solomon 
that the township acquire the 
Grosse lie Naval Air Station 


after the Navy moves out, and 
operate it as a civilian airport. 
The Naval Air Station is 
scheduled to be closed within 
a year.

THE COUNTY ROAD 
Commission recommended 
endorsement of the Grosse lie 
proposal as a move to meet a 
serious need for an airport for 
private and business aircraft 
and to alleviate the crowded 
conditions at Metropolitan 
Airport. 

In other action, the Board 
of Supervisors reaffirmed it? 
support of county home rule 
without a dissenting vote. 

The board's resolution 
stated that the new 
directly-elected Board of 
Supervisors, which will take 
office Jan. 1, is “strongly 
urged to place the home rule 
question on the ballot at any 


special election which might 
be held prior to the next 
county-wide primary or 
general election/ There is talk 
of a special community 
college election being held 
next June. 

A proposal to establish a 
charter commission to write a 
county home rule charter was 
defeated in the Nov. 5 
election, as was the 
community college proposal. 

The Board ot Supervisors 
also approved labor contracts 
and special pay adjustments 
covering about 2,500 county 
employees who were not 
included in the contracts 
which became effective last 
April 1. 

* # * 

AMONG THE wage 
adjustments are increases 


which raised the pay of 
patrolmen in the sheriff’s 
department to match that of 
Detroit patrolmen. The new 
scale for deputies will start at 
$7,500 and go to $10,300 in 
four years, compared with an 
old range of $7,424 to 
$8,335. 

County officials said the 
increases were necessary to 
enable the county to compete 
with other jurisdictions in the 
hiring of qualified officers. 

The wage adjustments 
exceeded the $2.8 million 
included in the new county 
budget for that purpose by 
$747,000. 

Ways to trim other 
appropriations by that amount 
will be considered at a 
meeting of the Supervisors 
Ways and Means Committee in 
mid-December.

Jules Bergman, American 
Broadcasting Company science 
news editor and author of “90 
Seconds to Space" and

A.D. - The Wave It Will Be,” is 
sponsored by the EMU 
Residential Hall Educational 
and Cultural Council. 

Bergman has covered every 
U.S manned space shot, 
witnessed every major rocket 
launching America has 
conducted, and has covered 
most major scientific events of 


the past decade. These range 
from nuclear weapons tests to 
new break-throughs in surgery. 

BERGMAN’S KNOWLEDGE 
comes not only from knowing 
the scientific field and the 
people involved but also from 
personal experience. He has 
flown jet fighters, dived 4,000 
feet under the sea in 
deep-diving # research 
submarines, and has undergone 
NASA’s qualifications tests for 
astronauts. 

He appears regularly on radio 
and television programs. He is 
the reporter on ABC’s Sunday 
afternoon "Issues and 
Answers" when the guest Is 
from the world of science. 

Educated at the University 
of Indiana and Columbia 
University, Bergman completed 
a Sloan-Rockteller advanced

Through this grant, he studied 
at research centers in aviation, 
rocketry, medicine, 
oceanography, astronomy and 
rocket propulsion.

On special missions at the 
command of the President it 
is also used to transport cabi- 
net members, foreign heads of 
state or special guests when 
the event warrants it. 

The huge jet transport is 
basically an Intercontinental 
Boeing 707-320B, the largest 
of the Boeing 707 jetliner family 
that has literally paved the 
skies of the world with every 
possible jetliner record and 
feat ever dreamed possible for 
a jet transport. 

The interior of Air Force 
One is highly classified and 
very few persons aside from 
the Presidential staff, his 
family, the secret service, spe- 
cial members of the press and 
military guards are ever per- 
mitted aboard the aircraft or 
within 50 feet of it. It is com- 
plete with staterooms, berths 
and even a special conference 
room complete with conference 
table. 

The President can enjoy com- 
plete privacy and rest in his 
private stateroom which is 
complete with all the modem 
and necessary comforts that 
could be found in a private 
home. 

The communications and 
electronics systems and equip- 
ment on the aircraft are the 
world’s most elaborate and 
finest. With this complete set 
of communications the Presi- 
dential jet, the President and 


his staff actually are aboard 
a **F lying While House.” With 
this equipment thev are in in- 
stant contact with any United 
States official, possession, or 
facility anywhere in the world 
at all times. With top level 
advisors and members of the 
military staffs traveling on 
board, command decisions can 
be made and put into operation 
long before the aircraft is even 
near its destination. 

Under the command of the 
Military Airlift Command 
(MAC), Air Force One is flown 
by UJS. Air Force personnel 
and based at Andrews Air Force 
near Washington, D.C. Two 
other VC-137 Boeing jets com- 
prise the trio which are always 
at command of the President 
and also serve as constant high- 
level VIP transports. 

One of the standby aircraft 
bearing the numerals 86970 is 
hardly known to the people 
around it or traveling on it. 
But only five years ago this 
past weekend number 86970 was 
in the world headlines when, as 
Air Force One, it lifted from 
Runway 31 at Love Field, Texas, 
bearing slain President J.F. 
Kennedy’s body, along with a 
handful of people in whose hands 
was the destiny of the United 
States, streaked through the 
skies back to Washington, D.C. 

The current Air Force One 
bearing No. 26000, is probably 
one of the finest maintained 
jet aircraft in the world today. 


It has been up-dated over its 
predecessors with many reno- 
vations. The huge Boeing 707 
Intercontinental is powered by 
four Pratt and Whitney JT3D-3 
turbojet engines capable of 
18,000 pounds of thrust each. 
Its wing span is 142 feet, five 
inches and towers at a height 
of 42 feet five inches. 


The President and his staff 
can be flown to most any point 
of the world in a matter of 
hours. Air Force One has a 
non-stop range of 7,000 miles 
at a cruising speed of over 
600 miles per hour while carry- 
ing a payload of over 53,000 
pounds with ease. 


The actual flight crew is 
comprised of six men on all 
flights and on their shoulders 
rests the responsibility of the 
jet presidential aircrafts oper- 
ations, maintenance and safety 
to insure full protection and 
comfort for the chief execu- 
tive of the world’s greatest 
nation. 


On the side of the fuselage 
is painted the seal of the Pres- 
ent of the United States, and 
unlike other Air Force air- 
craft which carry the words 
UJS. Air Force on both sides, 
Air Force One carries the bold 
letters on both sides, “United 
States of America.”

AN EDITORIAL 

New District Court- 
A Progressive Step 

T he new change due January 1, 1969, in our court 
system has raised some questions that may take 
some time to answer. However, the reasons which 
ostensibly were in mind when the legislators set up the 
District Court system are still very much valid and any 
difficulties encountered in the changeover should more 
than be outweighed by the advantages seen in the 
District Courts. 

Even though many cities have been served capably by 
v municipal judges and townships undoubtedly have been 
adequately served in many cases by justices of the peace 
courts, the benefits incurred in switching over to the 
new District Court system offers a great relief to not 
only the attorneys and their clients but also to the 
taxpayers in general who must basically support any 
court system. 

Lawyers have had to argue cases in the lower courts at 
a strict disadvantage in past years, since each court, 
whether it be a justice court or municipal court, in the 
past was free to establish its own rules of operation 
within the broad framework of the old state 
constitution. 

• a a 

THE DISTRICT COURT system, as specified in the 
new state Constitution, calls for uniformity in the courts 
with standardized procedures that will presumably do 
away with much of the confusion associated with the 
lower courts we are about to absorb into the new 
system. 

As far as savings for the taxpayers, there is the 
considerable savings of money now being expended by 
the local units of government in bringing cases to trial 
which later go on to appeal to the higher courts. 

It is estimated that 30 percent of the cases now heard 
in the municipal court result in an appeal to th$ Circuit 
Court. At the present time, these cases require the 
presence of officers involved in the case at both trials, 
the lower court and the circuit court. This does not 
include the officers’ presence which is also required at 
the arraignments and examinations in the lower courts. 
« • * 

OFFICERS AND WITNESSES who now appear to 
testify at the District Court level will not be required to 
appear at an appeal trial, if there is one, because the new 
District Courts will be furnished with court recorders to 
take down testimony and submit transcripts to the 
higher court, precluding the necessity of again hearing 
from these witnesses. 

This amounts to a considerable savings in not only tax 
dollars but also in the valuable time lost to the local 
units of government in manpower gaps now being left 
when officers from their respective police departments 
must appear at a trial miles away from their regular 
duties. 

There may be some difficulties in changing to the 
District Court system but we certainly feel the obvious 
advantages of the new system are a step in the right 
direction.

John freely admitted he would have 
had an easier life if he hadn’t gone into 
business for himself. He’d have fewer 
wrinkles and a nicer home. He‘d have 
driven sharper cars and maybe learned 
how to ^ci, or taken a trip to Hawaii. 

"I would have had a lot more time for 
fun. And without that big mortgage. I’d 
probably have had more money to 
spend”, John admitted. "But, when it 
was all over. I’d have nothing to show for 
my life except some pleasant memories. 1 
wanted to have something more to give to 
my son. He can take over a paid-for, 
established store in a nice town. It’ll be 
much easier for him than it was for me. It 

will be a fine life for him”.

AND THAT was it, really. John was 
sacrificing so much, and working so hard, 
for his son. 

I didn’t tell John, because he’d have 
been embarrassed, but I thought he was 
pretty heroic. Not as ruggedly brave, 
perhaps, as the oldtime knights who slew 
dragons to protect their families. Not as 
heroic as the pioneers who fought Indians 
and the elements to make homes for their 
kids. But, still, John was heroic. 

So 1 wrote that note and forgot it until 
now, when I pulled it out of the ragged 
file - the day after 1 heard that John’s 
son had been killed in Vietnam.

the aim simply to cut down on 
wet diapers? 

Readiness can be determined 
by the child’s interest, his 
cooperation, and the ability of 
his bladder to hold urine for a 
period of time. 

Most children are quite 
cooperative with the routine 
by the end of the second year, 
says Dr. Jacobson. This is 
especially true if the child gets 
praise when he is successful, 
providing parents don’t overdo 
it. 

"Wait for the right time, 
allow for accidents, and allow 
for the differences in children 
as to when they arc ready,” 
advises Dr. Jacobson. 

Learning to talk is another 
area in which children can be 
helped, she says. In early years, 
parents should not be too 
concerned with grammatical 
errors or the fact that their 
child doesn’t speak plainly 

It is more important that the 
child is able to speak freely. 
Constant correcting can cause 
hesitancy in speech. 

"Forcing or strongly urging 
children to exhibit their talking 
may meet with real resistance,” 
adds Dr. Jacobson. "Children 
may rebel or they may say 
what you expect them to say 
but with difficulty. If the 
experience is too unpleasant, 
they will develop a negative

attitude about speaking in 
front of people.”

desire for a bargain.

swindle - which annually 
extracts several million dollars 
from victims - you might be 
offered “a $25 bottle of 
Chanel No. 5” for say, $8.75. 
The bottle may look like a 
Chanel bottle. But once you 
get it home, you’d find it 
contained, at best, a cheap 
cologne. 

The watch trick is almost 
identical in style A stranger 
offers you a “$59.95 watch” 
for about S20, explaining that 
he needs cash immediately due 
to unforseen circumstances. 

If you’ll pardon the pun, 
watch out For the only 
accurate timing involved will 
be your almost immediate 
discovery that you’ve 
purchased a fake.

To guard against the perfume 
and watch swindles, advises the 
Better Business Bureau, never 
buy these items from strangers 
or at locations other than 

reputable shops.

ANOTHER FAVORITE 
holiday swindle is sending you 
merchandise - greeting cards, 
cheap pens, keyrings, 
etc. - that you haven’t 
ordered, at prices far higher 
than the stuff is worth. 

Your best protection in such 
cases is to realize you’re under 
no obligation to pay for 
unordered merchandise. You 
can cither return it unopened, 
or toss it on a shelf and wait 
for the sender to come and get 
it.

Higher motor vehicle license 
fees now being collected as 
Michigan motorists purchase 
1969 plates will hciji bring 
improved roads benefiting all 
highway users, James Vivian, 
president of the Michigan 
Good Roads Federation, 
reported. 

The increased plate fees will 
add approximately $30 million 
to road funds, Vivian said. Of 
this amount county road 
commissions will receive about 
$10.2 million while 
municipalities will divide about 
$6 million to be spent on local 
road and street improvements. 

“The license fee increase is 
the first in 35 years, restoring 
pre-Depression rates,” Vivian 
* noted. 

“Michigan passenger car 
owners have for many years 
enjoyed bargain plate fees 
which were among the lowest 
in the nation,” Vivian said. 
“Even with the present 
increase Michigan still will be 
below the national average in 

vehicle license charges.” 

• • • 

ALL MOTOR vehicle taxes 
for fuel and license plates are 
ear marked for highway 
c r , 4 ruction and maintenance 
atier deduction of in excess of 
$9,000,000 in collection costs 
and an allocation of 
approximately $3,000,000 to 
the Waterways Commission. 

The higher passenger and 
commercial license fee 


schedules were adopted by the 
1967 Legislature to provide 
added funds needed for road 
improvements required to 
handle steadily growing traffic 
volumes, Vivian said. 

The tax increase was 
described as a minimum 
emergency move before 
highway fund revenues were 
insufficient to keep up with 
road improvement needs. 

The last engineering study of 
highway needs showed 
Michigan needed 
approximately $3 billion in 
additional revenues to build 
needed road systems to 1980 
traffic requirements. A new 
engineering study of road 
needs currently is underway 
and is scheduled to be 
completed by 1970, Vivian 
declared. 

At the time of legislative 
action on the present tax 
increase it was estimated that it 
would cost the average 
motorist about $15 more per 
year to provide for additional 
road improvement funds.

WAYNE - A new, optional 
service that will enable busi- 
ness customers to dial calls for 
a nickel each to 1% million 
telephones in the Detroit me- 
tropolitan area is now available. 

The new offering, called 
Business Metro Service, was 
developed by the Michigan Bell 
Telephone Company for busi- 
ness phone users who make 
substantial numbers of calls 
to other places within the metro 
area. 

Besides the five-cent charge 
for each call, monthly charges 
for the new service will be 
$15 for a business line; or

Here is a good method for 
multiplying two ’teen numbers 
together. Example 12 x 15= 

a) Add the 2” in the 12 to 
the 15, result is 17. 

b) Multiply result by 10 (put 
,a zero on end), result is 170. 

c) Multiply two unit num- 
bers, 2x5, result is 10. 

d) Add results in steps b and 
c together, 170 + 10, and your 
answer is 180. 

All these methods are fast, 
accurate and efficient, but they 
are totally unrelated and 
therefore not a system.

Hoop 
snakes, man-eating wolves, the 
lou garoo and eagles that 
carried off small children are 
rarely reported in modern 
times. 

During the reign of Michigan 
pine the snow-snake terrorized 
green horns in logging camps. 
A Johnny-comc-lately would 
be shown in the trails of mice 
in a brush pile and told to 
beware of a white snake with 
black eyes whose bite was fatal 
in seconds. There were also, in 
the north woods, tales of the 
ho-dag the hide-bchind and the 
side-hill gouger. 

Scientific facts that make up 
news relascs on outdoor affairs 
are more interesting if not 
quite as exciting as were the 
old-timer talcs. 

A new ally in the war on 
Dutch elm disease has been 
enlisted in Michigan. Michigan 
State University has released 
100,000 wasps, of a European 
speices that preys on bark 
beetles, the carriers of the 
infection that threatens to 
exterminate the American elm. 

Meanwhile, opposition to 
chemical insecticides keeps 
gathering force. A news letter 
from the Michigan Pesticides 
Council includes this warning 
from states of the Lake 
Michigan basin - Illinois, 
Indiana/ Michigan and 
Wisconsin; "Unless timely 
steps are taken to control 
persistent pesticides and other 
economic poisons, Lake 
Michigan’s usefulness will 
shrink to the point of 
disaster"*

It 
established a dosed season on 
deer - January through July 
In 1895 a law went into effect 
prohibiting the sale of venison 
and limiting a hunter to five 
deer - bucks, does, fawns. A 
deer license cost 50 cents. 
Michigan had the first official 
game wardens, in 1887. 

From Ontario, another odd 
item. There arc wild buffalo 
within 300 miles of Detroit, in 
the Georgian Bay area. More 
than 30 years ago bison were 
v released in the neighborhood 
of Sudbury. The latest count 
showed eight survivors. 
Poaching is blamed for the 
failure of that experiment. The 
eight that arc left may be 
picked off during the coming 
winter.

Improved services at Wayne 
County General Hospital, 
measures to bolster crime 
prevention and better child 
care are among the major 
features of the new Wayne 
County budget which took 
effect this week. 

The county began its 
1968-69 fiscal year Dec. 1 
with a record budget of 
SI 42. 4 -million, which is about 
$ 15-million above last year’s 
outlays. 

There was no increase in the 
county property tax. The 
larger budget will be financed 
by increased revenues from 
grants and fees, from new 
construction and rising land 
values, and from more State 
income tax revenue. 

“The County’s public 
service programs have been 
improved and expanded' as 
much as possible, within the 
means available, to meet the 
needs of our growing 
population more adequately." 
said John L Canfield, 
chairman of the County Board 
of Supervisors.

THE BUDGET of Wayne 
County General Hospital, the 
largest single county facility, 


was increased from 
S27.3-million to S30-million. 
A total of 158 new positions 
were added at the hospital. 
Waits of more than an hour 
for out-patient treatment have 
been reported as a result of 
staff shortages. 

The Board of Supervisors 
earmarked $125,000 to start 
on improvements at the 
County Jail, as recommended 
in a recent study of the jail 
by the Citizens Research 
Council of Michigan and the 
National Council on Crime and 
Delinquency. 

In addition, 15 positions 
were added to the force of 
Sheriff’s deputies at the jail 
and nine new jobs were 
established at the Sheriff’s 
Road Patrol, where programs 
such as adult safety classes 
had to be abandoned due to a 
lack of officers. 

Thirteen additional juvenile 
group leaders and four more 
probation officers were 
provided for Wayne County 
Juvenile Court and the Youth

combat juvenile 
more effectively. 


TEN ADDITIONAL 
probation officers were 
approved for Wayne County 
Circuit Court. 

The Wayne County Child 
Development Center, the only 
county-operated residential 
school for mentally retarded 
children in the nation, was 
granted 23 more child care 
positions. Various recent 
studies of the center had cited 
personnel shortage's. 

Many of the new positions 
at various county agencies will 
not be filled immediately due 
to shortages of funds, but 
most are expected to be filled 
sometime during the fiscal 
year. 

The new budget also 
included wage adjustments for 
the county’s employees in 
order to bring county wage 
rates more nearly into line 
with those in the general 
community.

The Woync County Road 
Commission Thursday 
approved a $20 million county 
highway bond issue that will 
embrace 20 major road 
projects and be paid off with 
future revenues from the 
increased gas and weight tax. 

The projects, included in the 
Board's preliminary 1969-70 
fiscal year budget, cover almost 
50 miles of county highway 
and were selected after a 
thorough analysis of present 
and future trends in 
population, vehicle ownership 
and land and highway use. 

The projects include 
widening, reconstruction, 
resurfacing and in some cases 
acquisition of right-of-way for 
future projects. Included are: 

• Two miles of Allen Road 
from King to Van Horn will be 
reconstructed to five lanes at

• Four miles of right-of-way 
on Five Mile Road between 
Merriman and Ecklcs will be 
acquired at an estimated cost 
of $425,000. The road will be

$2,100,000. 

• Four miles of Greenfield 
from Warren to Five Mile Road 
will be resurfaced at a cost of 
$600,000. 

• Four and onc-haJf miles of 
Seven Mile Road from Meyers 
to Lahscr will be resurfaced at 
a cost of $675,000. 

• Six Mile Road from 
Westmoreland to Wyoming will 
be resurfaced at a cost of 
$555,000. 

• Four miles of Cherry Hill 
Road from Inkster to Wayne 
will be reconstructed to five 
lanes at a cost of $3,400,000. 

• A grade separation will be 
built on East Grand Boulevard

There is only one person that 
can be credited with 30 years' 
association with the park 
developments of the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority. 

He is Leroy C. Smith, who 
first became interested in the 
Authority projects in 1937 and 
continued to serve as 
Consulting Engineer until his 
death at the age of 82 on Nov. 
1, 1968. 

W ell-known for his 
contributions for the good of 
the community, Smith has 
been described as the father of 
the Detroit Freeway System, 
promoter of the first major 
airport in Michigan and a 
developer of parks within the 
Wayne County Road 
Commission. He was Wayne 
County Highway Engineer for 
39 years before his retirement 
at the age of 70 in 1956. 

However, his role in the 
affairs of the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority is 
largely unknown to the public 
he served so well. 

Smith, an individualist to the 
core, had the ability to peer far 
into the future. He was not a 
dreamer, but a man of great 
vision and a man of action. His 
visionary powers and 
consumate political skill in 
making his visions come true 
were highly regarded 
throughout Wayne and the 
neighboring counties as well as 
the state, in government and 
industry.

Some of his accomplish- 
ments include: In 1927, 
recommending and receiving a 
260-foot right of way for Eight 
Mile Road; in 1936. designing a 
system of freeways for Detroit 
similar to the present Lodge 
and Ford routes, convincing 
the State Legislature to adopt a 
financial plan that made 
expressways possible through 
joint city-county-state 
cooperation and securing an 
airport license in 1930. which

hard opposition made Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport a reality. 
In fact, on July 21, 1966 - 
which was his 80th birthday 
Smith attended the dedication 
of the Leroy C. Smith 
Terminal, then a new facility at 
the airport. 

♦ • • 

BUT WHAT of Smith’s 
c o n t r i b u tion to the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority? 

In 1938, he joined the 
Detroit Huron-Clinton Park 
and Parkway Committee, a 
group of outstanding civic 
leaders organized to help 
promote a system of 
metropolitan parks in the 
valleys of the Huron and 
Clinton Rivers. 

First, Smith was chairman of 
the committee on county 
cooperation, later served on 
.the legal committee, submitted 
a campaign for education of 
the citizenry and press as to 
Huron-Clinton’s plans and 
aims. 

** Among the most influential 
members of the committee, 
probably Smith’s most valuable 
contribution was his 
knowledge and skill in dealing 
with the Michigan State 
Legislature, ana securing public 
approval of the Enabling Act. 
While the Senate quickly 
approved, the House offered 
opposition. Things were touch 
and go for a month and a half, 
with the Act sent to the 
Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs, then referred to a 
Conference Committee before 
the House and Senate finally 
agreed on the Enabling Act but 
only with the addition of two 
amendments. 

• • • 

THESE AMENDMENTS 
were: (1) that the maximum 
allowable tax levy for the 
proposed Authority be reduced 
from V5 mill to ‘4 mill (from 50 
cents to 25 cents per S 1 ,000 of 
assessed valuation of the 
property in the district), and 
(2) the Enabling Act would 
require a referendum vote by 
the electors of the five counties 
concerned, namely Livingston, 
Macomb, Oakland, Washtenaw 
and Wayne. 

Once the Act was signed by 
Governor Lauren D. 
Dickenson, on May 26, 1939, 
then Smith and the 
Committee’s efforts were 
centered about a campaign to 
enlighten the voters and press. 

Over the years, Smith 
pointed with pride to a 
pamphlet entitled “The 
Parkway-Playground Project” 
which explained the aims of

the park system and was 
provided to the voters. An 
entire educational campaign 
was used (largely conceived by 
Smith) and the news media 
proved so helpful that the 
Enabling Act received an 
enthusiastic reception in the 
general election of Nov. 5, 
1940. Citizens in the most 
populated counties approved 
the creation of the HCMA by a 
2 to 1 margin, while less 
populated Livingston County 
voters gave it a narrow margin 
of victory. 

• * * 

WITH THE AUTHORITy 
“on its way,” Smith was 
retained as a consultant, with 
the title “Consulting 
Engineer.” His advice was 
stfught by both the Board of 
Commissioners of the 
Authority and its staff on a 
wide range of subjects for over 
25 years. His was an impartial 
voice, raised not to benefit any 
individual or special group, but 
the public-at-large. His wide 
experience in both engineering 
and governmental matters was 
invaluable to the Authority as 
it continued to create, develop 
and maintain its expanding 
recreational sites surrounding 
the Huron and Clinton River 
Valleys after which it was 
named. 

The initial plans included 
Metropolitan Beach and 
Kensington Metropolitan Park 
near Milford, both conceived as 
large regional recreation sites. 
Since then the Authority has 
added Lower Huron 
Metropolitan Park near 
Belleville, and Stony Creek 
Metropolitan Park near Utica 
as other major sites, with such 
smaller parks as Hudson Mills; 
Dexter-Huron and Delhi, all 
near Ann Arobr, and 
Marshbank near Pontiac. 

Smith served informally as 
acting director of the HCMA 
for a few months following the 
death of George W. McCordic, 
engineer-director from 1942 
until 1950. 

• • • 

SMITH, BIG. tweedy and 
affable was once described as 
Michigan's Number 1 
politician, if by "Politician” is 
meant a man who gets what he 
goes after. He believed in 
cooperation and didn’t believe 
in pounding on desks to get 
results. 

It was his farsightedness, his 
ability to get along with 
legislators and other officials, 
and his firm resolve to turn his 
visions into reality that earned 
Smith a reputation as a 
contributor of community 
good - and a builder of 
Michigan landmarks. 

And as one looks about, 
persons will soon discover that 
the projects Smith wanted 
most, were all for public 
benefit. While his country-folks 
manner and talents were 
largely unknown to the citizens 
of southeastern Michigan - his 
landmarks, like the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority park system will 
continue to be used by the 
public he served. 

The Authority is just one of 
many projects for civic 
betterment that belong to the 
legacy of the late Leroy C. 
Smith.
